ALLEGANY COUNTY REPORTS TWO NEW COVID-19 CASES

CUMBERLAND, MD — Two new community cases of COVID-19 have been identified in Allegany
County. Both cases are males —one in his 30s and one in his 40s — who have not required
hospitalization. The total number of COVID-19 cases in the county is now at 181.

To date, 3,145 Allegany County residents have been tested for COVID-19. 2,784 tests were
negative, 181 positive, and 180 results are still pending.
